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The Real Task of the Church 


No one who has followed the splendid story of the 
advance of the Church during the two trienniums since the 
inauguration of the Forward Movement of the Church in 
1919 under the title of “The Nation-Wide Campaign” can 
deny that the reorganization of the Church under the Pre- 
siding Bishop and Council has resulted in great gains and 
has fully deserved the approval and support of the recent 
General Convention. It has unified and co-ordinated the vari- 
ous departments of the Church’s work and it has developed 
an efficient method of presenting the adopted program of 
the Church and a systematic method of organized giving 
through the “Quota” system and the “Every Member Can- 
vass.” It has helped us in projecting a definite program 
with a list of specific tasks and it has assigned a definite 
share of financial responsibility to each Diocese, parish 
and, in many places, also to each individual member of the 
parish. 


As a mechanized system of administrative efficiency we 
have for it nothing but the highest words of commendation. 
We would recommend most heartily its full adoption, with 
such adaptations as are needed to meet local conditions in 
our Diocese. However, in doing so we feel deeply and seri- 
ously constrained to call attention to the need of preserving 
a proper sense of proportion in measuring the “Real Task 
of the Church.” We must make a careful and clear distinc- 
tiontion between the spiritual dynamics and the administra- 
tive technique of the Church. There is a great danger that 
we lose the supreme objective of spiritual leadership in our 
effort to reach a certain “Quota” as our chief goal. 


When it is seriously suggested that we could easily meet 
our Quota if each Church member would give to the Church 
only a small fraction of the money which he spends for a 
few luxuries,is there not a great danger that we are cheapen- 
ing our religion and making our Christian vocation altogether 
too easy? Is there not a subtle danger in the temptation to 
meet our Quota “100 per cent” as our final goal, instead of 
making our foremost and supreme goal the consecration of 
body and soul to Jesus Christ? 


We recall in this connection the memorable words of the 
late Bishop Charles D. Williams, in his address to the Con- 
vention of the Diocese of Michigan: 


“There are two spiritual perils arising directly or in- 
directly out of the Nation-Wide Campaign against which we 
must be on our guard. The first is the danger of a commer- 
cial standardization, so to speak, of the clergy. The cam- 
paign opens a great vision of spiritual purposes and it has 
already achieved many noble spiritual results, as I have 
already testified from my own observation. But it also nec- 
Se gag emphasizes the financial means to those spiritual 
ends. 

“The commonest test likely to be applied to a clergyman 
in this movement is, ‘Can he put his parish over in this 
campaign? Can he raise his quota? Can he make good in 
dollars and cents?’ All that is well and good to a certain 
extent. Spiritual leadership should produce material results 
and will normally, when the leadership is real and efficient. 


The preacher and pastor who inspires and builds up the 
faith, love and spiritual life of his people ought to and will 
find abundant practical fruits of a new zeal in Christian 
service and sacrifice. 


“But there is in this campaign a subtle and besetting 
temptation to the clergy to ‘leave the Word of God and 
prayer to serve tables’ in order to meet the tangible test of 
practical success, to neglect their spiritual functions and 
give themselves wholly to organization, administration and 
even solicitation. We are apt to abandon the study and 
prayer closet, to go to the pulpit and altar with little intel- 
lectual and spiritual preparation and tend to become busy- 


_ bodies on the streets, in offices and at committee meetings. 


Such habits, if they become fixed, are sure to result in the 
decadence of our own spiritual lives and that of our people. 
We must hold high, at any cost, the spiritual standard of our 
ministry and never forsake it to meet the demands, however 
insistent, of any lower test.” 


Dean Chalmers, in a recent discussion of this question, 
has raised some significant questions. He says: “It is a 
desperate thing for the Episcopal Church if the payment of 
an annual quota should ever become fixed in our minds as 
the equivalent of our duty to the Kingdom of God. The seri- 
ous questions are: First, is the appeal of the program the 
right appeal to make to a Christian congregation which is a 
part of the One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church? 
Second, ought we to be placing such an emphasis upon the 
organization and the mechanics of the work as has un- 
doubtedly been placed upon it recently? Third, with full 
appreciation of the great value of the services rendered by 
those whose gifts are along the line of ‘economic drive and 
capacity,’ does not the whole history of the Church warn us 
that what we need is the supreme leadership of men who 
have seen the great vision and heard the call, ‘Come over 
and help us?’ . . So long as we identify ‘the Church’s 
task’ with the program of the Church, we shall fail to arouse 
enthusiasm sufficient to put the program over. If, however, 
we once catch a glimpse of the vision of the apostles, the 
saints and the martyrs, it will become an intolerable thing 
to the Church that deficits should stand in the way of its 
realization. It will become, not a demand which the leaders 
make upon the Church, but an imperative necessity which 
the whole Ghurch will recognize, that the budget simply 
must be met, not in order that we may glory in meeting the 
budget, but in order that no such obvious, elementary, com- 
paratively easy duty should stand in the way of the whole 
Church pressing forward to the fulfillment of the commands 
of the Master. The Church will not likely be awakened to 
any such vision by ‘leaders whose predominant character- 
istic is economic drive and capacity, coupled with a partly 
naive and partly conventionalized approach to the spiritual 
values.’ It will need men who can utter as their own convic- 
tion the amazing words of St. Paul: ‘1 am debtor both to the 
Greeks and to the barbarians; both to the wise and to the 
unwise.’ ” 


Let us not be misunderstood to imply that money, in terms 
of an assigned “Quota,” is in itself something to be despised 
or ignored. It has its part in the whole task of the Church, 
but its part is so insignificant and secondary as compared 
with the first and foremost need for spiritual consecration. 
Bishop Brent made clear this distinction in his address 
given at the presentation service of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
in New Orleans, when over $900,000 was given to the 
Church, in these words: 


“T have spoken about money and I wonder if I have made 
a mistake. I fear I may be tainted with the materialism 
which I have condemned. As I read the early Christian 
documents I find but passing reference to money—perhaps 
because there was little money in those days and when 
people gave they had to give in personal service. Anyhow, 
what America needs is a Church built of men, women and 
children whose hearts, minds and bodies belong irrevocably 
to Christ and who are so truly the body of Christ that if 
their buildings and facilities were destroyed there would be 
no weakening in the Church’s life and work. This is the 
only kind of Church there was at the beginning and it was 
the most magnificent moment of the Church’s history. I 
have heard it said of a certain great state Church that, if 
the support of the state were taken away there would not

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Enthusiastic Clerical Conference 


The 1925 Fall Conference of the Clergy of the Diocese, 
on Wednesday, September 16, was the most largely attended 
and the most successful of such conferences so far held. 
Practically every clergyman of the Diocese not detained by 
illness was present and great interest was sustained through- 
out the conference. 


The conference opened with a celebration of the Holy 
Communion in Grace Chapel, Bishop Parsons being cele- 
brant, with Dean Gresham assisting. At this service the 
Bishop gave a brief talk on the meaning and power of 
prayer. The conference sessions were held in the main hall 
of the Divinity School. The Bishop explained the purpose of 
the conference as an effort to arrive at a clear understand- 
ing of the work of the whole Church in the Diocese and a 
co-operative effort in carrying out that program. 


The first subject to be considered was the Cathedral plans. 
The Bishop explained the status of the change in general 
building plans and the temporary delay in order to secure a 
definite plan for the whole Cathedral block. He stated that 
Mr. Ralph Cram, the celebrated ecclesiastical architect, had 
been secured as consulting architect and that Mr. Hoyle, a 
representative of the firm of Cram & Ferguson, had visited 
San Francisco and had made a thorough survey of the whole 
project. Mr. Hoyle was wonderfully impressed with the 
beauty and possibilities of the Cathedral plans and would 
take to Mr. Cram a plan for his consideration and approval 

Dean Gresham explained the status of the work of the 
Cathedral in its relation to the churches of the Diocese and 
especially the parishes of San Francisco, stating that its 
work was evangelical rather than pastoral and that the 
Cathedral was the port of entry of the large number of un- 
shepherded people. Commenting on the several changes in 
the original plans, Dr. Allen spoke of Bishop Nichols’ open 
mind in the matter of laying plans and that Bishop Nichols 
had often recognized the need of changing plans in order to 
make readjustments caused by new conditions. Considerable 
interest was aroused by the discussion of the location of the 
Divinity School, in view of the many changes. 

The Rev. Dr. Cambridge explained the present financial 
status, stating that over $300,000 was available at present for 
the building of the Cathedral. In addition to this a special 
fund for the building of a deanery was available and that 
the deanery would be built very soon. Mr. Edward Clark, 
Jr., has accepted the appointment of chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee and a plan for raising the funds has been 
adopted. In keeping with the high purpose of the whole 
plan as a memorial to Bishop Nichols the financial plans 
will be kept on a high plane and avoid any commercial or 
sensational publicity methods. Also, the financial plan for 
the Cathedral will not interfere with either the Nation-Wide 
Campaign of the Diocese or the Community Chest for the 
city. Many questions concerning the Cathedral plans were 
asked by the clergy and great interest was shown in the 
whole project. 

Bishop Parsons next explained his policy in the matter 
of filling vacancies in the parishes and missions of the Dio- 
cese. In the case of all vacancies the first consideration 
would be whether or not there was a priest of the Diocese 
who could fill the place acceptably and find in it a larger 
opportunity for service and a deserving recognition of his 
faithfulness and ability. This attitude would encourage the 
feeling of a solidarity and esprit de corps among the clergy 
with the added stimulus of a fair chance for every man to 
develop the very best that is in him. While the plans of the 
Roman Catholic Church and the Methodist Church had some 
special advantages, yet the Bishop considered our present 
plan of election by the vestry the better plan on the whole, 
since it placed responsibility on the laymen and gave a 
degree of freedam to the clergy. 

In the case of filling the mission stations the Bishop stated 
that he endeavors to secure the advice and approval of the 
Department of Missions and where practicable also the ap- 
proval of the mission through its officers. In the case of 
parishes, following the Canonical procedure, he gave to the 
vestry the several names of men in the Diocese to be con- 
sidered first in the hope that the vestry may see its way 
to fill the vacancy from that list and so carry out the gen- 


eral principle of recognizing our own men as stated above. 
However, if the vestry wishes to consider candidates out- 
side of the Diocese the Bishop stands ready to supplement 
the list of Diocesan clergy with other names. The frank and 
full statement of the policy of the Bishop in this important 
matter gave a sense of deep satisfaction to the clergy and 
was a generous recognition of the present authority of the 
vestry in the election of a rector which ought to impress 
the laity with their responsibility and encourage them in 
their work. 


The Bishop spoke impressively of the responsibility of the 
clergy in attending meetings of Convocations and Diocesan 
Conventions as a part of their priestly duty. The Bishop 
also spoke of the need of faithful efforts of the clergy in 
following up Church members who are transferred and in 
shepherding those who are transferred from other parishes. 

The Bishop spoke at some length of the functions and 
work of the new Archdeacon in accordance with the original 
plan of Bishop Nichols and hoped that it would be revived 
in the Diocese. He explained how the work of the Arch- 
deacon would not carry the financial responsibility it for- 
merly did and that it would be devoted to more exclusively 
spiritual purposes. He announced that a formal service of 
induction into the office of the Archdeacon would take place 
on November 18 next in connection with the Diocesan 
Nation-Wide Campaign Dinner. 


Archdeacon Porter was welcomed by the conference in a 
most hearty manner and responded in words of deep appre- 
ciation, 

' The Archdeacon then gave a brief outline of his general 
plan of work in the Diocese. He stated that he wished es- 
pecially to accomplish three things: First, to help to knit 
the Diocese in a closer comradeship; second, to create a 
larger spirit of co-operation within the Diocese; third, to 
develop the spirit of consecration in the Diocese. 

woe conference adjourned for luncheon to the Fairmont 

otel. 

The afternoon session began with an earnest discussion 
of the subject of keeping parish registrations. It resulted in 
the recommendation that a special committee be appointed 
for the purpose of considering the matter of the status and 
meaning of “a communicant” and the best way of following 
up the transient membership of the Church. The question 
of the legal and Canonical status of the rector in relation to 
vestry was also discussed, indicating the need of arriving 
at a more definite understanding of it. 

The Executive Secretary stated the present legal status of 
the Week-day Religious Education plan and emphasized the 
need of following up the program for that work through a 
definite study of the plan, the promotion of teacher-training 
in order to prepare for it and of starting such schools after 
school hours, if necessary, as experimental work in that 
line. The Bishop announced the acceptance of educational 
work in the Salinas Valley by Miss Marvin of Wisconsin, 
who would assist the Rev. Mr. Thackeray in that field. Mr. 
Thackeray spoke briefly of his experience at the Conference 
of Rural Clergy at Madison. 

The Bishop next spoke at considerable length explaining 
the principles and practice of the Home Missions Council 
plan of the co-operation of the denominations in planning 
work in the mission field. He made a clear distinction be- 
tween the so-called “Community Church,” which was non- 
sectarian or undenominational and completely detached 
from the great historical bodies of the Church, and the 
regular denominational Church retaining its full status in its 
own denomination and adding the status of functioning for 
the whole community in providing a religious home for all 
the people. This plan did not take from any Church its full 
oppostunity to minister to all of its own people in occa- 
sional ministrations or of establishing a new congregation 
when the proper time for it arrived. The Bishop then ex- 
plained in detail how well the plan had been working in 
the Salinas Valley, Westwood Park, St. Francis Wood, Red- 
wood City, Saratoga and other places. Dean Brewer told 
how the plan had helped in developing Church work down 
the Peninsula in a more symmetrical and satisfactory 
method, and stated that while there were differing theories 
regarding the plan, yet practically the plan worked with 
great satisfaction. The Bishop then closed the consideration 
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of this topic with a frank recognition of its difficulties but 
with an enthusiastic endorsement of the plan as a courage- 
ous adventure of faith in the promotion of the Kingdom of 
God and His Church in the world. 


The Rev. G. H. B. Wright gave a clear, definition of the 
real meaning of what Social Service work is. He attributed 
the present lack of interest on behalf of the laity because of 
their misunderstanding of the subject. It was not the pro- 
motion of radical programs. Yet it was more than the mere 
enunciation of vague, general principles of love for one’s 
neighbor. Mr. Wright gave some valuable information re- 
garding the recent Conference on Social Service at Denver 
and outlined the program for the Diocese for the coming 
year. He closed with a plea for a more sympathetic attitude 
towards the work by both clergy and laity. 


The Bishop spoke on the matter of passing resolutions at 
Conventions and legislation for morality. He stated that 
there is little to be gained if a resolution does not carry 
the substantial moral support of the body passing it. He 
also stated that the real task is to get the membership of 
the Church to see the real meaning of carrying out their 
Christian principles in their daily life at a sacrifice of their 
own worldly interests. 


The closing topic was Evangelism. The Bishop spoke of 
the proposed plan of “The Bishops’ Crusade,” which was to 
be presented at the Convention for adoption and of the gen- 
eral purpose of the plan. He spoke of the need of a greater 
sense of responsibility to carry the blessed gospel to the 
great mass of the unchurched. While we try to conserve 
our gains in membership through confirmations, yet such 
gains are small in comparison to the number we ought to 
be reaching through an aggressive and earnest campaign of 
evangelism. He asked that we get ready to co-operate fully 
in the Bishops’ Crusade when the time arrived. 

The Bishop closed with an earnest word regarding the 
meaning and efficacy of prayer and asked that all would 
take definite times for prayer and intercession for the Gen- 
eneral Convention and the Church’s work. 

After a period of silent prayer and offering of informal 
prayers by some of the members of the conference, the 
conference adjourned for the evening session to be held 
under the auspices of the Diocesan Nation-Wide Campaign 
Committee. 


Churchman’s Round Table 


A very interesting and enjoyable luncheon of the Church- 
man’s Round Table was held Wednesday, October 21, at the 
Commercial Club, San Francisco. It was review and criticism 
and suggestion day and quite a number of members spoke. 
Some very good suggestions were offered. The program will 
be continued next month on the third Wednesday, when a 
nominating committee will be selected to name candidates 
for office for 1926. 

Reports that a Churchman’s Round Table was in process 
of formation in Oakland met.with a good deal of favorable 
comment and congratulations were extended. 

A telegram was sent Most Reverend John Gardiner Mur- 
ray, D. D., congratulating him on his elevation to the 
Primacy and pledging him loyalty and active support.

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Church Federation Committee Makes Appeal 


SAN FRANCISCO FEDERATION oF CHURCHES 
Gonvocation of San Francisco—Diocese of California 


October 12, 1925. 

To Episcopalians, Convocation of San Francisco: You are 
doubtless aware that the Lambeth Conference of 1920 urged 
as a Step towards unity the support of Church Federations; 
that our National Council maintains relations with the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches; that this Diocese is affiliated with 
the California State Federation and that Bishop Parsons 
heartily favors support of the San Francisco Federation of 
Churches. The Convocation of San Francisco, at its spring 
meeting, adopted the resolution following, urging the fulfil- 
ment of the Episcopal pledge of $2500 a year. 


During the first year of the Federation’s work, closing 
April 30, 1925, the Episcopal Church was the largest con- 
tributor to the Federation and was second in percentage of 
quota payment of all the denominations pledging support. 
All the Episcopal subscribers paid their pledges in full, 
making a total of $1761 toward the Episcopal pledge of 
$2500. This was done, however, by a comparatively small 
number of our members, representing less than half of our 
parishes. It is evident, therefore, that if all our communicants 
make even a modest contribution our Church quota of $2500 
a year will be easily met. 


The executive committee of the Federation had planned 
and greatly desired to have a worker in the Juvenile Court 
and a visitor to the hospitals but due to lack of funds this 
was impossible during the first year. However, because of 
special gifts received and in the faith that a wider appeal 
would secure the necessary funds, on July 15 Miss Ida Belle 
Williams began work in the Juvenile Court. On September 
1 the Rev. William M. Bours of our Church was appointed 
hospital visitor. Surely such work will command the inter- 
est and support of all Episcopalians. Any offering, however 
modest, will be acceptable. 


In accordance with the resolution two members of each 
parish have been appointed by their rectors to serve as addi- 
tional members of the committee. (See list of parish repre- 
sentatives below.) Pledge cards may be obtained from them 
or from the San Francisco Federation of Churches, 704 Claus 
Spreckels Building; telephone, Garfield 5937. Checks or 
cash may also be sent direct to the Federation, in which 
case the donor’s name, address and parish should be given 
in order that due record may be kept and credit given to 
our Church.

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St. Luke’s Hospital Calls for Help 
By Dr. JOHNSON 


The growth of St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, may 
be measured off in three stages. First, the founding in 1871; 
second, the building in 1913; third, the enlarging in 1924. 
It is this third, this present, period which now holds our in- 
terest. Those officially attached to St. Luke’s Hospital look 
forward from an enthusiastic present into an encouraging 
future. 


Already, on the part of an increased number of physicians 
and surgeons in Northern California, there has grown up an 
appreciative regard for the completeness of facilities as well 
as for the type of hospitalization provided. 


St. Luke’s Hospital conforms to standards set by the 
American College of Surgeons. This, in itself, means much, 
but it means more when one realizes that coupled with this 
thorough administrative and technical efficiency there is 
most noticeably an ever-present atmosphere of Christian 
kindliness and service. 


The use of hospitals is rapidly increasing. Physicians and 
laymen no longer hesitate to send a sick person to a hospital. 
Temporarily a hospital becomes for a patient a home. St.

The careful, per- 
sistent stressing of departmental cost accounting in use at

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provoked more efficient service; not merely has it procured 
a larger return for the patients’ expenditures, it has made 
possible the sharing of the expenditures by an __ in 
the charitable work done by the hospital.

The total cost for 150 patient-bed-days at St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital is $33,000 a month. First-class hospitalization costs 
money but first-class hospitalization means more effective 
curative methods. It means that physicians and surgeons find 
in a general hospital such as St. Luke’s Hospital a place in 
which to do their best work, It means more sick people 
made well. 

One other consideration in the matter of costs. Attached 
to St. Luke’s Hospital is a school of nursing with a present 
enrollment of 401. This represents an educational program 


which has been of great benefit to the community. It also 


represents a large outlay maintenance averaging $500 per 
month. This sum is far from being large when it is con- 
sidered that it reflects a most economical and conscientious 
conduct of the school of nursing. The hospital is quite 
rightly proud of its school. The Church may well become 
enthusiastic about it. No better piece of educational work is 
being done in the Diocese. Here at St. Luke’s School of 
Nursing young women are thoroughly trained under that 
most comprehensive and exacting curriculum set by the Cali- 
fornia State Board. The newly-enlarged nurses’ home main- 
tains a characteristic atmosphere of a well-ordered freedom. 
The chapel services and the daily assembling in the hos- 
pital chapel keep alive, stimulate and augment the efforts of 
those Christian gentlewomen who are so effectively incul- 
cating by precept and example the school ideal—that 
nursing is an art, a science and a profession. 

At present St. Luke’s Hospital is laboring under the burden 
of an insufficient endowment, i.e., the interest on $100,000 
being $6000 annually. What St. Luke’s Hospital needs is an 
endowment large enough to reduce present costs of hos- 
pitalization for the great class of salaried workers who can 
not ‘conscientiously use free clinics and who wish to pay 
their way.

The Clergy Conference Dinner 


The members present at the Clergy Conference, which was 
held in San Francisco on Wednesday, September 16, 1925, 
were the guests of the Diocesan Campaign Committee at 
dinner at the Fairmont Hotel on the evening of that day. 
The occasion was most enjoyable and profitable. 


Following the dinner the Rev. C. P. Deems, chairman of 
the committee, introduced the chairman for the evening, 


Mr. Theo Dredge, who introduced the speakers in a happy 


manner. The first speaker was Mr. Norman Rushton of St. 
Paul’s Church, Burlingame, who spoke on the topic “Educa- 
tional Methods and Equipment.” Mr. Rushton began by 
noting the wonderful material development of that part of 
California included in our Diocese, especially in the Bay 
District, and challenged the Church to match this develop- 
ment in its program for spiritual advancement. He con- 
cluded with some valuable information on the practical side 
of the campaign. 


Mr. E. W. Burr of Trinity Church, Hayward, next spoke 


on the plans for the big Nation-Wide Campaign Dinner to be 


held at the Commercial Club on November 18. Mr. Burr out- 
lined the plans, which included a service at the Cathedral, 
at which Archdeacon Porter would be inducted into office, 
and a mass meeting to be presided over by the Archdeacon. 
At the dinner, at 6:30, inspirational speakers would include 
Bishop Remington and the Rev. Dr. M. S. Barnwell, National 
Field Secretary, who will spend the month of November in 
the Diocese. 

Mr. Walter Trinkler of Trinity Church, San Jose, was 
introduced as “The Lay Archdeacon of the Salinas Valley.” 
Mr. Trinkler made a brief talk in which he pledged the full 
support of his parish to the program of the Church. 

Dean Gee was asked to give an account of the new plan 
for arousing interest among the men of the Oakland Convo- 
cation. Dean Gee told of the plan, which included a large 
dinner for the laymen of the parishes of the Convocation 
given October 14 at St. Paul’s Parish House as a preparation 
for the big dinner on November 18. 

Dean Brewer, rector of St. Paul’s Church, Burlingame, 
gave an inspiring account of the recent campaign for funds 
for the new church, which raised over $50,000 and which 
constituted in itself a real religious revival in the whole 
community. 

Mr. L. F. Monteagle was called upon for a few words and 
responded with well-chosen words, saying that if we were 
as keen on attending to our Church duties as we were in 
the pursuit of our business and pleasure the budget of the 
Church would be met with little difficulty. 

The Rev. B. H. Jones, rector of All Saints’ Church, Watson- 
ville, gave a most stimulating account of the splendid work 
of that parish in meeting its obligations in full for the carry- 
ing out of the Church’s program. 

The Rev. C. P. Deems followed with a clear explanation 
of the plan of organization for the Fall Campaign. After 
calling attention to the unenviable place which our Diocese 
now occupies in the list of Dioceses in the matter of reach- 
ing our Nation-Wide Campaign quota, Mr. Deems outlined 
the procedure of the campaign, including the work of in- 
spiration, education and organization. The new literature 
for the Fall Campaign was explained and a requisition was 
taken for supplies. Mr. Deems called for “more organization 
and less talk.” 

Dean Gee moved, on behalf of the clergy, a vote of hearty 
appreciation of the generous hospitality afforded by the 
Campaign Committee. 

Bishop Parsons closed with a few words of warm appre- 
ciation of the great interest displayed on the part of both 
clergy and laity in the promotion of the program of the 
Church and after which he pronounced the Benediction. 

_ A number of those present remained for a half-hour of 
informal conference concerning ways and means. The dip- 


ner and evening program was the happy climax to the most 
enjoyable and profitable Clergy Conference ever held in the 
Diocese. 


The New Presiding Bishop 


The Rt. Rev. John Gardner Murray, D. D., Bishop of Mary- 
land, who becomes the first elected Presiding Bishop of the 
Church and ex-officio president of the National Council, won 
that distinction after it became evident that the House of 
Bishops was deadlocked. From a few scattering votes in the 
early balloting he became the logical candidate after Bishop 
Gailor of Tennessee had succeeded in having his own name 
withdrawn after repeated requests. Bishop Murray was born 
in Lenaconing, Maryland, sixty-eight years ago. As a youth 
he prepared to enter the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, studying at Wyoming Seminary, Kingston, Pa., and 
Drew Theological Seminary, Madison, N. J. In the midst 
of this preparation his father, superintendent of one of the 
coal mines which dot the Georges Creek Valley, in which 
Lonaconing is situated, died, leaving a family of several 
members dependent upon the present official. He abandoned 
his studies and in 1881 began as a bookkeeper in a business 


career in which he was to achieve exceptional success. In 


1892 he had become vice-president of the company and was 
also a banker and broker on his own account, having 
amassed a considerable fortune. In the meantime he had 
been won to the Episcopal Church and resumed study for 
holy orders and in 1893 was made deacon and a priest a 
year later. After a successful career in several prominent 
parishes in the South he was elected Bishop-coadjutor of 
Maryland in 1909 and upon the death of Bishop Paret in 
1911 became Bishop of Maryland. 


Bishop Murray had represented the Province of Washing- 
ton on the National Council and is well acquainted with the 
present system of Church administration.

The congregation has drifted on account of lack of shep- 
herding. A consecrated priest and man of initiative would 
be able to build up a strong work in this growing industrial 

At our St. Andrew’s Home for Boys in San Francisco 
there are some fifty-five lads under the care of the Rev. Mr. 
Maxwell. They attend our Good Samaritan Sunday School 
and sing in the choir. They sleep on the roof in double- 
deckers. Every summer they go camping for seven weeks. 

St. Peter’s, San Francisco, recently dedicated a new parish 
house in memory of dear Bishop Nichols. This parish is 
doing a splendid work, especially among boys. 

Not long ago a fine piece of property was deeded to Christ 
Church, Sausalito, and it is now being used for a community 
playground. The men of the parish publish a very com- 
mendable sixteen-page journal. At Belvedere we are doing 
the only Church work in the community. 


Do you know that the Prayer Book Cross in Golden Gate 
Park is a memorial to the first Christian service in the 
English tongue on the Pacific Coast? This service was hled 
by the chaplain of Sir Francis Drake in 1579. The cross also 
marks the first use of the Book of Common Prayer in the 
English tongue in America. 

Through the generosity of five devoted Church people 
additions to St. Luke’s Hospital and the Nurses’ Training 
Home have been erected at a cost of $140,000. 

Eighty men from the parishes and missions of the Convo- 
cation of Oakland gathered at dinner the other evening and 
plans are being consummated for a more vital men’s work 
in the Diocese. 

The work in the St. Francis Wood district, San Francisco, 
is approaching the stage where a church building is abso- 
lutely essential. The people worship at present in a flat. 
The Church has a wonderful opportunity in this section of 
the city. 

There are forty licensed lay readers of the Diocese willing 
to serve as occasion warrants. 

Plans are being made for the starting of a new work at 
Antioch. 

St. John’s, Oakland, is located in the slum district and 
is surrounded by a large foreign population. During the past 
year its rector gave to the poor some thousand meals, found 
positions for a number of men and boys and aided a great 
many with articles of clothing. Through the influence of 
the Church three houses of prostitution in the neighborhood 
have been closed. 

Plans for the Cathedral to be built as a memorial to Bishop 
Nichols are proceeding under the direction of the Cathedral 
architect, with the counsel of Ralph Adams Cram, leading 
authority in gothic architecture in America.

“For those praying that the Holy Spirit will inspire our 
Church to lift up the living Christ, that their faith fail 
not.” We beseech Thee to hear us, good Lord.

It is the consciousness of a Power back of us which is 
beneficial and to which we belong, from which we can 
never be really separated and which can be made to show 
itself in our health, our supply, our environment, our poise 
and joy. A real thing. Demonstrable by its laws and desir- 
ing to express itself through us but awaiting our co-opera- 
tion. When this belief of a real God comes into life, that 
life is saved. This is what Jesus lived and taught and only 
as we take Him as the revealer of the “Love that will not let 
us go,” can we come into that at-one-ment for which He 
prayed. 


THE XYZ’S OF SPIRITUAL HEALING—LAW 
By Dr. THomMas PARKER Boyp 


God is the totality of Being, either as reality or as appear- 
ance. All emanations of being are held in indissoluble unity 
in Him. The relations between Being and His individual 
expressions are governed by law and order. That law may 
be known and kept and in the keeping of it is life more 
abundant. 

Law, motion and love are inherent qualities of Being. 

Natural laws are God’s habits of action. “God is love” is the 
high keynote of the nature of Being. And the law of love 
is the supreme governing force in his relationships, just as 
it must be in our relationships with each other, as well as 
with all that belongs to life. 
_ The law is benevolent in that knowing and keeping it 
leads to all good. It is invariable in that it can not be 
changed, but its results can be changed by our attitude 
toward it. If we obey it, the law becomes our servant to 
bring to us every blessing of life. If we disobey it, the law 
becomes a tyrant to visit us with every evil. 

Keeping the law we are flooded with light and are free 
from all negative darkness. Keeping the law we are filled 
with harmony and peace, and no inharmony can disturb us. 
Keeping the law we are filled with love and the fear family 
can have no place in us. Keeping the law we are filled with 
health and the negative conditions of sickness are unknown 
to us. 

The highest form of law-abiding is given us in the words, 
“For the law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made 
us free from the law of sin and death.” This is a state of 
consciousness in which we live in the constant realization 
of our oneness with the Father. In this realization of our 
oneness with the Father we are kept in perfect peace of 
mind, in perfect health of body and in fulness of joy in 
the spirit. 

The effects of the law are manifest in peace and joy. When 
Jesus promised His peace and His joy to them who faith- 
fully followed Him, it was not a fiction but a fact. Too much 
have we filled our minds with the idea that he was “the 
man of sorrows and acquainted with grief.” Too seldom 
have we thought of Him as setting all the joy bells ringing 
in the world. Some one spoke of Him as “the man who 
never smiled,” yet we are told that the children flocked to 
Him and He made for His disciples as the condition of their 
“joy being full,” that “My joy may remain in you.” What 
an irony .unless, indeed, He was our great exemplar in joy. 


He who lives nearest the law of life as did Jesus will find 
that law filling him with the joy of life. 

“The joy of the Lord is our strength,” and nothing keeps 
the resistive powers up to the place where we have im- 
munity from the invasions of disease quite so surely as the 
state of joy which is born of the love of God, and the love 
of life and the love of our fellows and the love of every- 
thing that His goodness hath devised. 


Transfiguration 
By Georce BuRWELL WricHtT 

Here at Fallen Leaf one instinctively feels that the Spirit 
of the Universe is very near. The air is so pure, the sky so 
surpassingly blue, the flowers so new and tender and withal 
so different that they seem to belong to another world. The 
story of the Transfiguration, that striking incident in the 
lives of our Lord and His three chosen leaders, fills one’s 
imagination. He elected to take Peter and James and John 
with Him to a lofty mountain-top when He went to pray. 
To them it was to be one of the great experiences of their 
lives when the Master whom they already loved was in a 
flash of understanding to appear with the two great heroes 
of their race—Moses and Elijah—conversing as equal; then, 
to their growing understanding as a greater figure and 
finally as their understanding grew, the two great person- 
ages of the past faded away and “they saw no man save 
Jesus only” and they heard a voice from heaven, “This is 
My beloved Son, hear Him.” To their startled perception 
came the realization that here was a lawgiver greater than 
Moses, yet without the stern thundering negative laws, 
“Thou shalt not,” but the positive law of “Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself.” Here was a prophet far 
greater than Elijah but simple and approachable, human in 
His every touch with man, woman and child; sympathetic 
with the sinner and understanding with the weak and 
tempted. And he that had seen Him had seen the Father. 
The Transfiguration is no far-off, impossible experience. It 
is an example and an inspiration to each one of us. As we 
go on in our upward march we, too, must have our moun- 
tain-tops “far from the disquietude of the world, where we 
may be permitted to see the King in His beauty.” These 
mountain-tops we call “meditation.” 

Here in the high Sierras the quiet spots are so many that 
realization of God floods one’s being, but even in the busy 
city one can make his own mountain-tops of quiet. It may 
be in the cool silence of some consecrated church, in the 
privacy of a home filled with the atmosphere of love, or 
even, with practice, on the crowded street car, shut in by 
the complete consciousness of God’s spirit surrounding one. 
But we must make a practice of “going apart to pray.” 

The second thing we must learn from this story of the 
Transfiguration is that Christ is in the present. Moses and 
Elijah are in the dim and distant past. We must obey the 
law of love which is the law of the Christian religion. The 
sorrows of all religious wars and controversies have been 
the result of trying to bring back the Mosaic point of view 
and put it in place of the law of love. The present unfor- 
tunate legal strife is simply an attempt to insist on the early 
books of the Old Testament as equal in importance and 
inspiration with the words of Jesus Christ. There is no 
recognition that those old parables and traditions belong to 
a long past dispensation and represent a view of God im- 
perfect until “in the fulness of time” God revealed Himself 
in the person of His “well-beloved Son” before whose great- 
ness Moses and Elijah fade into nothingness. I like to 
think that when the Master was speaking of the sowing of 
the seed, of the grain of mustard seed, of the leaven by 
which He symbolized His method of teaching, He was hark- 
ing back to the method of creation when God first breathed 
the breath of life into that “enchanted bit of earth” which 
men call protoplasm and by the operation of His laws 
caused it to grow and increase and form new combinations 
until there was a creature in whom His spiritual image 
could dwell, through whom in the person of His well- 
beloved Son He could more fully reaveal Himself. 

“Lift thine eyes, oh, lift thine eyes to the mountains.” 
And when our eyes are opened we shall see Jesus only 
Who is God as we know Him best.

NATIONAL FEDERATION OF YOUNG PEOPLE FORMED 
By Frank Piiissury, Delegate from Province of the Pacific 


The young people’s movement of the Episcopal Church 
has at last culminated in the formation of a national organ- 
ization under the name of National Federation of Episcopal 
Young People. This important step was taken at the national 
conference for young people assembled at the national 
center for devotion and conference at Taylor Hall, Racine, 
Wisconsin, August 27-30. Delegates were present from 
young people’s organizations of the Dioceses of California, 
Los Angeles, Olympia, Mississippi, Tennessee, Atlanta, Colo- 
rado, Louisiana, Washington, Dallas, Maine, Kentucky, Fond 
du Lac, Texas, Western New York, Minnesota, Oklahoma, 
Northern Indiana, Indianapolis, Massachusetts, Upper South 
Carolina, Chicago, Milwaukee, Ohio, New Jersey, Michigan, 
South Dakota, Georgia and Western Michigan and provin- 
cial young people’s organizations from all of the Provinces 
except the First. Official provincial advisors were present 
from the Provinces of Sewanee, Midwest, Southwest, New 
York and New Jersey and Northwest. Reports from provin- 
cial representatives showed that there are in existence fifty- 
one diocesan young people’s organizations; of this number 
twenty-nine were represented at this conference. 


The conference was called to order on Thursday after- 
noon, August 27, by Mr. Edward Sargent, representing the 
Department of Religious Education of the National Council. 
Committees were appointed and the conference formally 
organized. At the election of officers Mr. Linden H. More- 
house, Province of the Midwest, was elected chairman; Mr. 
Frederick Delzell, Province of the Southwest, vice-chair- 
man and Miss Emma Twiggs, Diocese of Georgia, secretary. 


The Friday morning session was opened by an address by 
the Rev. Dr. Frank Wilson, rector of Christ Church, Eau 
Claire, Wisconsin, who outlined the history of the Church 
in America, calling attention to the close relationship be- 
tween the history of our country and the history of the 
Church. 


The remaining part of Friday was devoted to reports of 
young people’s work in the various Provinces. 


Saturday was devoted entirely to a discussion of national 
organization and the framing of a constitution. A commit- 
tee, with Frank Pillsbury, president of the Province of the 
Pacific, as chairman and including Ned Bullock, Province 
of Sewanee; A. G. Bennett, Diocese of Los Angeles; Miss 
Dorothy Means, Diocese of Minnesota and Miss Marion Mc- 
Donald, Diocese of Western New York, presented a tenta- 
tive constitution embodying a national commission to be 
composed of eight young people (one from each provincial 
organization) and six advisors, namely, the Executive Sec- 
retary of the Department of Religious Education of the Na- 
tional Council, a secretary of young people’s work in the 
Department and four advisors to be chosen by the National 
Council. The constitution also provides for a triennial con- 
ference at which representation will be one young person 
from each Diocese or missionary district, one young person 
from each provincial organization and as advisory, non- 
voting members one clerical advisor and one lay advisor 
from each Province. Officers of the conference do not hold 


office longer than the conference and the head of the Young » 


People’s National Federation is to be the chairman of the 
National Commission, elected by the Commission. 

During the day the members of the conference acted as a 
committee of the whole and went over the constitution 
article by article. 

The Saturday evening session was exceptionally impres- 


sive. The meeting was opened by the chairman with a prayer 
for guidance and then the final report of the committee on 
constitution was read by Mr. Pillsbury. A motion was made 
that the constitution be accepted as read and upon roll call 
every Diocese present ratified it. Everyone felt that a very 
important move had been taken in the formation of this 
National Federation and at the suggestion of the chairman 
the “Gloria in Excelsis” was sung. 


The spirit of the delegates attending this conference can 
hardly be adequately described and the enthusiasm of the 
youth of the Church was always apparent. The leaders and 
speakers of the conference were the Rt. Rev. Henry J. Mikell, 
Bishop of Atlanta; Rt. Rev. Campbell Gray, Bishop of 
Northern Indiana; Rev. Dr. M. B. Stewart, Rev. Robert N. 
Spencer, Mr. Lewis B. Franklin and Mr. John R. Voris. 


A number of resolutions were passed—one endorsing the 
work of the Near East Relief; one sending a word of greet- 
ing to Rev. John W. Suter, Jr., the new Executive Secretary 
of the Department of Religious Education of the National 
Council; and another a word of greeting to the Rev. Dr. 
William F. Gardner, who, it was felt, was very influential 
in bringing about the national organization of young people. 
But probably the most important resolution was that drawn 
up as a statement to be presented to General Convention, 
as follows: 


“Statement from the National Federation of Episcopal 
Young People to the General Convention of the Church: 


“We, the representatives of the Diocesan and Provincial 
young people’s organizations, in conference assembled at 
the national center for devotion and conference at Taylor 
Hall, Racine, Wisconsin, on August 30, 1925, do hereby con- 
vey to the General Convention of the Church notice of the 
fact that we have effected national organization under the 
title National Federation of Episcopal Young People and 
have adopted a constitution, copy of which is appended. 


“It is our understanding that the National Council, in its 
budget to be presented to the General Convention of the 
Church, has made provision for a secretary of young peo- 
ple’s work, in the Department of Religious Education, who 
shall work in the interests of the National Federation of 
Episcopal Young People and the National Student Council 
and, therefore, 


“WHEREAS, we appreciate this consideration and realize 
the unity of purpose of the young people, whether in col- 
leges or in the parishes, and yet feel that these are two dis- 
tinct type of work; 


“Be It Resolved, That we hope that the time may come 
when there will be a secretary for the National Federation 
of Episcopal Young People and also one for the National 
Student Council; 


“Be It Further Resolved, That through our four-fold pur- 
pose of worship, study, service and fellowship in the ‘Five 
Fields’ we pledge our loyalty and support through the Na- 
tional Council to the Church and its General Convention; 

“4nd Be It Further Resolved, That these resolutions be 
spread upon the minutes of the conference and a copy be 
sent to the Presiding Bishop of the Church, to the Secretary 
of the House of Bishops and to the Secretary of the House 
of Deputies.” : 

Probably the most far-reaching result of the conference 
will be the National Commission. It is anticipated that this 
commission will meet two or three times a year to discuss 
young people’s work and exchange ideas and literature will 
be issued describing the work among the young people in 
different parts of the country, so that all organizations will 
have the benefit of the experience of others working along 
the same lines. 


Rev. Dr. Barnwell in Diocese for November 


The Rev. M. S. Barnwell, D. D., Bishop-elect for the Dio- 
cese of Idaho, will spend the month of November in the 
Diocese of California promoting the work of the Field De- 
partment. He will spend the first week in San Francisco, 
the second week in Berkeley and East Bay district, the third 
week in San Jose Convocation and the last week in special 
work in selected parishes. 
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General Convention Notes 


The opening public service of the Convention was held 
in the beautiful Audubon Park. The Convention sermon, 
written by Bishop Bratton of Mississippi, was read by 
Bishop Gailor, as Bishop Bratton was confined in a hospital 
recuperating from an operation in August. The sermon 
dealt exclusively with theological interpretations. The fol- 
lowing description of the setting of the service is taken from 
The Living Church: : 


“No Old World cathedral, no temple of Judaism or pagan- 
ism could surpass in beauty or pure magnificence the great 
natural cathedral in which the foremost Churchmen of the 
American Communion assembled. A vast nave formed by: 
the arching branches of giant oaks was roofed by the deep 
blue of a cloudless, semi-tropical sky. No altar graced the 
forest chancel, but where in man-made churches the Holy 
Table would have stood, in this out-of-doors temple was a 
monument erected by a public-spirited New Orleans woman 
who loved her city’s children so much that at the expense 
of selling her own jewels she built them here a beautiful 
bronze and granite wading pool.” : 


Bishop Brown of Virginia was re-elected President of the 
House of Bishops and the Rev. Dr. Ernest M. Stires, Bishop- 
coadjutor-elect of Long Island was elected President of the 
House of Deputies. Dr. H. H. Powell was nominated for the 
presidency of the House of Deputies but declined. 

Bishop Murray of Maryland was elected as the Presiding 
Bishop, after a protracted period of voting. His salary was 
fixed at $15,000 per year, with $5000 additional for house 
rent and expenses. Bishop Parsons was one of the nominees 
for the Presiding Bishop. 


The report of the Joint Committee on Budget and Program 
was adopted. The sum of $3,510,000 was fixed as the basis 
upon which quotas for the next triennium will be ap- 
portioned. 

Mr. L. F. Monteagle was elected a member of the Nationab 
Council. 

The sum of $1,400,000 was pledged at the joint session to 
wipe out the total accumulated deficit. This marked the high 
water mark of enthusiasm aroused at the Convention. 


Over 600 were registered for the study classes held under 
the auspices of the National Field Department and the De- 
partment of Religious Education. 


The United Thank Offering, as announced at the great 
outdoor service of the Woman’s Auxiliary, was $904,514.77. 
Bishop Brent made a wonderful inspirational address at this 
service. 

As the hot weather made the closing of the doors of the 
convention hall impossible and rendered the installation of 
amplifiers necessary, even then it was difficult to hear in 
the back part of the hall. 


Churches Not Colleges Upset the Faith of Students 


To the oft-repeated charge that American colleges and 
universities undermine the faith of students, Prof. J. M. 
Hartman of the University of Chicago made a startling reply 
defending higher educational institutions and indicting the 
churches and the type of religious education offered the 
childhood of the nation. His address was delivered at a 
meeting of the Chicago Council of Religious Education and 
has impressed leaders in this field throughout the country. 
He said: 

“It is not the colleges and universities which upset the 
faith of the students. Their faith is upset before they enter 
college. An investigation of several freshmen’s classes in 
different colleges revealed that 80 per cent of those entering 
college have given up Christianity, do not believe in prayer 
and do not consider it necessary to take God into account 
in their life plans. The age of criminality in constantly 
lowering and we must begin to surround our youth with 
right associations and give them right ideals if we would 
insure their self-control. One difficulty is a lack, upon the 
part of the churches and ministers of knowing what re- 
ligious education is, in failing to have an adequate Church 
program. A minister who was educated ten years ago needs 
re-education.”
